EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-21 and 23-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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4. The present invention is a transmission diversity method comprising generating 
space-time encoded OFDM symbols, wherein specific affix information and specific 
encoding of the affix information is used at the transmitter for the purpose of estimating 
the channel impulse response at the receiver, wherein the affix information is separately 
space time encoded from the data and is weighted by two distinct weighting factors 
where the values of the weighting factors are a function of time and the transmission 
antennae. The closest prior art, Ma (United States Pre-Grant Publication 
2002/0041635) shows a similar method for OFDM communication 3between a 
transmitter with at least two transmission antenna and a receiver with at least one 
receiver antenna, which generates OFDM symbols from bit streams, inserting affix 
information into the guard interval between consecutive time domain OFDM block, 
wherein the receiver estimates the channel impulse response of the communication 
channel. However, Ma fails to disclose the affix information being mathematically 
equivalent to the claimed vector, wherein transmitter uses a space-time encoded to 
apply the claimed first and second weighting factors applied, wherein the receiver uses 
the received affix information to estimate the channel impulse response as claimed. 
The distinct features have been added to independent claim 17, therefore rending 
claims 17-21 and 23-30 allowable.
